Spain’s reply yesterday, in substance, 
continued by declaring that the Uni­ 
ted States has offered, as a kind of 
compensation to Spain, something very 
inadequate to the sacrifices the latter 
couatry^makes at this moment, and 
she fools, therefore, that the United 
States* proposal cannot be considered 
jur-t and equitable. 


Spain has, however, exhausted all 
the resources of diplomacy in an at­ 
tempt to justify her attitude. 
Seeing 
that an acceptance of the proposal 
made to Spain is a necessary condi­ 
tion to a continuance of negotiations, 
and seeing that the resources of Spain 
are not such as to enable her to re­ 
enter upon war, she is prepared, in her 
desire to avoid bloodshed and from 
considerations of humanity and pa­ 
triotism, to submit to the conditions of 
the conquering nation, however harsh 
they may be. 
She is, therefore, ready 
to accept the proposals of the Ameri­ 
can commission as presented at the last 
sit ting. 


The reading and the translation of 
the document occupied less than five 
minutes. 
At tho conclusion of the 
translations the commissioners em­ 
powered Senor Ojeda, secretary of the 
Spanish 
commission, 
and Secretary 
Moore, of the American commission, 
to draw up articles which are to em­ 
body the relinquishment of Cuba by 
Spain and the cession of Porto Rico 
and the Philippines. 
These articles, 
which may be considered as consti­ 
tuting the conditions of peace, win be 
ready for submission tomorrow. 


A great deal of interest was taken 
in yesterday’s meeting. The two com­ 
missions arrived at the foreign office in 
carriages in the rain, almost simul­ 
taneously, and, repairing to tho con­ 
ference room, immediately opened tho 
only business before them. 


Senor Montero Rios, the president of 
the Spanish commission, haa usually 
preceded the presentation of a Span­ 
ish communication in writing by ver­ 
bally summarizing it, but yesterday 
Senor Rios was silent and unusually 
grave. 
His face was deeper lined, and 
he clearly showed the mental strain 
under which he was laboring as he 
approached the final relinquishment 
of S p ^ n ‘.» colonial possessions. 


Without ix word, Senor Montero Rios 
produced ts^o typewritten sheets and 
passed them to the interpreter of the 
United States commission, Mr. Fergu­ 
son, who read them substantially as 
cabled, Urn outline of the Spanish doc­ 
ument being furnished later to a press 
correspondent by Senor Ojeda. 


The commissioners left the foreign 
office immediately after the secretaries 
had been directed to prepare the arti­ 
cles of the peace treaty.

ÌCTUS jmrecks, 


Steamer Portland Lost With Over 
a Hundred Souls 


Bostcn, Nov. 30.—The passing hour.* 
do not bring an end to the reports oi 
wrecks and loss of life up and down 
the New Rngland coast as the out­ 
come of Sunday’s terrific storm, such 
a one as New England never had be­ 
fore. From Cape Cod the most terrible 
accounts of ruin and death are coming, 
and of these the loss c»f the steamer 
Portland, a side-wheeler plying be­ 
tween Boston and Portland, with all 
on board, nearly 100 souls, overshadows 
all. 
The graveyard of the coast, the 
treacherous bars and rips on the out­ 
side of Cape Cod, have claimed vic­ 
tims without number. Miles and miles 
of coast line are piled high with wreck­ 
age, most of which is ground so fine 
by the waves thot identification of hap­ 
less craft is impossible. 


The only means of reaching Cape Cod 
is by steamer across Massachusetts 
bay, a disagreeable voyage, as the sea 
is yet boisterous. Word from Province- 
town tells of nearly 30 total wrecks, 
with the number of lives lost unknown. 


Matters are improving slightly along 
Vineyard Sound, so far as means of 
communication is concerned. The best 
summing up of the disasters in that 
section is made by Captain Hard, Jr., 
of the revenue cutter Dexter, who has 
cruised along shore. 
He says that in 
Vineyard Haven many hulls are piled 
upon the shore, and those vessels which 
are alloat seem mere shells. The Dex­ 
ter reports possible additions to the 
wreck list r f two schooners sunk off 
Menemisha Bight and tw*o big ones sunk 
abreast of Presque Isle. 
The fate of 
their crews is unknown. Three wreck­ 
ing steamers are around the Fairfax, 
ashore on Sow and Pigs Reef. 


The Portland was totally wrecked at 
10 o’clock Sunday morning off High­ 
land Light, and the entire crew and 
passengers perished within a short dis­ 
tance of land. 
A large quantitv of 
wreckage, including trunks and other 
material, have come ashore, and 50 
bodies have been recovered from the 
surf by the life saving crew at High 
Head station. One body wras that of a 
woman. 


The New England coast is strewn 
with the wrecks of sailing vessels, as 
many as ?:!5 having been blown on the 
rocks and sands by the fierce gale. 
Nearly all of them will prove to be 
total losses, and there has been an ac­ 
companying great loss of life. 
In all 
It is believed that 200 lives have been 
lost by shipwreck and there have been 
many deaths from cold and exposure. 
The damage to business interests is 
estimated at from $3,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000. Eighty buildings have been blown 
down. 


The arrival in this city from Cape 
Cod last night of a party of hunters has 
added 
to the excitement attendant 
upon the report that the steamer Port­ 
land has been wrecked on Cape Cod 
through their reporting that it is the 
belief of the life savers on the outer 
side of the cape, south of Nauset light, 
that a Savannah line steamer 
had 
struck on 
Peaked 
Hill bars. 
Each 
member of the party saw bodies wash­ 
ed ashore at Nauset, and the life savers 
claimed to have seen a board in the 
surf bearing the name “Gate City.” 
The surf is full of articles from a ves­ 
sel’s general cargo. 


The W reck of the Addle Sawyer, 
Vineyard Haven, Mass., Nov. 30.— 
Three lives were lost in the wreck of 
the schooner Addie Sawyer, which was 
wrecked on the north side of the isl­ 
and. The dead are Captain Norwood, 
Cook Ansevoy and Seaman Leander 
Ashley. Mate Warren Dudley and Sea­ 
man Herbert Tapley were saved. The 
Sawyer, lumber laden, anchored off 
Falmouth, Mass,, for shelter, but was 
driven across Vineyard Sound and cast 
ashore. 
When the vessel struck Cap­ 
tain Norwood was washed overboard 
and his lifeless body was thrown upon 
the beach shortly after by the heavy 
seas, The bodies of the cook and sea­ 
man were also recovered.

JAPAN RAZES A CITY. 


Action Taken in Form osa T hat I# W ith ­ 
out Precedent In History. 


It is probable that the action of the 
Japanese government in ordering tho 
destruction of tho city of Teckcham, 
Formosa, and the removal of all of its 
inhabitants to a new location, is prob­ 
ably without a precedent in history. 
The city is situated on the northwest 
coast of the island, and has been fre­ 
quently subject to pestilence, with the 
sacrifice of thousands of lives. 
As 
long as Formosa was under tho con­ 
trol of the Chinese, no attention was 
paid to tho matter, and there are sev­ 
eral cities in China where such calam­ 
ities occur with regular frequency 
without any effort on the part of the 
government or the pe jple to prevent 
or remedy them. 


The cities along the shores of tho 
Yellow river aro illustrations. 
This 
stream is known as 4‘China's Sorrow,” 
because it always overflows its banks 
after a heavy rainfall. 
The bed is not 
sufficient to contain the drainage of 
the valley through which it flows. 
As many as 100,000 pcoplo have been 
drowned in one of these periodicals 
I inundations. 
But, with the curious 
! persistency that is a characteristic of 
the Chinose race, the survivors return 
to their former homes as soon as the 
water subsides, burn a few ¿ticks of 
incense to appease tho dragon of the 
water, but take no further steps for 
their protection. 


The Japanese are different, and are 
as fond of inundations as tho Chinese 
are opposed to them. Japan has been 
in control of Formosa nearly three 
years, and iu 1896 and 189? p l a g u e s 
visited Teckcham with enormous fa­ 
tality. 
The phenomenon being called 
to the attention of the government,an 
investigation was ordered by sanitary 
experts, who reported that the city 
was built upon a swamp, and that at 
certain seasons of the year poisonous 
gases issued from the ground, where­ 
upon an order was issued to Mr. 
Sakurai, the governor, to select a new 
location as convenient to the old one 
as possible, ^liere the natural condi­ 
tions were healthful. 
A new city was 
laid out by experts, and each property 
holder in the old one was assigned a 
site that corresponded in area with 
that he occupied at Teckcham, and he 
was given twelve months to remove 
his buildings and belongings. 


Sewers, roadways and sidewalks, 
public building, waterworks, and all 
other public improvements were laid 
out by the government iu the new city 
without expense to the people, but 
they were required to pay the cost of 
the removal of their own property. 
This is not so expensive an under­ 
taking as one might suppose, because 
most of the houses and other build­ 
ings in Teckcham, as well as in other 
cities, are built of the very lightest 
wooden material, and a Japanese house 
offers the advantage of being taken 
apart without difficulty or injury. 


The undertaking is a notable illus­ 
tration of the enterprise and the wis­ 
dom of tho Japanese government. 


Dangers of Pony Express Riding*. 
Considering the danger encountered, 
the percentage of fatalities were ex­ 
traordinarily small. 
Far more station 
employes than riders were killed by 
tho Indians, and even of 
the latter 
more wero killed off duty than on. 
This can be explained by the fact that 
the horses 
furnished 
the riders, 
selected as they were for speed and 
endurance, were far superior to the 
mounts of the Indians, There is only 
one case on 
record where a rider 
was caught, and that was owing to 
his having been surrounded. 
This 
occurred in Nebraska, along the Platte 
river. 
He was shot, and several days 
later his body was found. 
His pony, 
still bridled and saddled, was also 
found, with the mail intact. 
It was 
transferred to another horse,and soon 
forwarded to its destination. 
In lay­ 
ing out the route through the Indian 
country, pains were taken to avoid 
anything 
that would 
afford cover 
for an ambushed foe. 
One of the 
greatest dangers encountered by the 
pony express riders was from immi­ 
grants and others who mistook them 
for Indians. 
In those days it was 
shoot lirst and investigate afterward, 
provided the shooter survived to make 
an investigation. 
A number of the 
riders met their death in this way, 
being mistaken for Indians, horse- 
thieves, or road-agents. It is a strange 
but notable fact that the Indians often 
stood and saw the daring riders fiy 
past, without offering to molest them, 
There was a mystery about it that 
juade it “ had medicine” to interfere 
with them. 
Superstitious as they 
were, they seldom bothered with any­ 
thing that they could not umlerstaud,

HANGED, BUT MAY GO FREE. 


Sentenced, b u t H ope 
15roko, a n d 
Sen­ 
tence W a s C o m m u te d . 


After being tried for the assassina­ 
tion of 
Will Buckley in Madison 
county, Mississippi, for which crime 
he was convicted and an attempt at a 
legal execution made, failing because 
the rope broke, and after having his 
sentence commuted by Governor Mc- 
Laurin to life imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, Will Purvis, the notori­ 
ous Whitecappor, stands a good chance 
to be pardoned. 


The governor received a remarkable 
letter, signed by the three brothers 
and a brother-in-law of Will Buckley, 
the murdered man, stating that the^ 
believed a mistake had been made, 
and that an innocent man was suffer­ 
ing the penalty of another’s crime. 
These relatives have ever since the 
assassination, been bitter against Pur­ 
vis and have resisted every attempt 
to have him pardoned. 
The letter in 
question is signed by A. L. Luckley, 
J. Q, Buckley, F. M. Buckley aud H. 
C. Turnage. 
It recites the iact that 
the continued confinement of Will 
Purvis in the peuiteutiary will have a 
tendency to shield the real murderer 
of their brother. 


One brother, Jim Buckley, was with 
Will when the latter was killed, and 
testified on the trial that he saw' Will 
Purvis unbreecliing his gun right 
after the fatal shot was fired. 
This, 
with some covvoboratory evidence, was 
the meat of the prosecution’s case and 
the evidence upon w'hich Purvis was 
sentenced to hang. 
During the last 
session of the legislature a petition 
was circulated and largely signed ask­ 
ing that Purvis be pardoned. 
In ad­ 
dition the people of Marion county 
have all along doubted his guilt. 


The story of Purvis’ alleged crime 
and the subsequent i3roceedinc;s have 
already been published. 
Will Buck­ 
ley was alleged to have belonged to a 
a gang of Whitecappers in Marion 
county. 
It was said he was threatened 
with death in case he revealed any­ 
thing to the grand jury. 
He was as­ 
sassinated while returning from court. 
Purvis was arrested and convicted on 
the evidence recited above. 
He was 
sentenced to be hanged, but the rope 
broke, and he fell to the ground un­ 
conscious. 
He was returned to the 
jail, and his lawyers made the point 
before the supreme court that he was i 
executed. 
The court held, however, • 
that he had to be dead before the sen- | 
tence of the law had been carried out. 


He afterward escaj^ed, and was at 
large when Governor McLaurm was 
inaugurated. 
He offered to return to 
custody if the governor would com­ 
mute his sentence to life imprison­ 
ment. 
He refused to negotiate with 
him until he had surrendered. 
Pur­ 
vis then surrendered and was brought 
by the governor’s order, to the peni- 
I tentiary for safe keeping. 
There his 
sentence was commuted to life im­ 
prisonment, and ever since he has been 
serving the sentence. 


A Sand S torm .

wnirling in clouds until the air was 
dark with it. 
Huddling together, we 
tied our turbans over our mouths and 
waited for a cessation. 


The desert wind was intensely hot 
and the burning, gritty grains of sand 
found their way under one’s clothing 
and into one’s ears and eyes until life 
became almost unendurable. 
I bad 
seen a sandstorm or two before, but 
none like this. 
The poor, grumbling 
camels lay down and wagged their 
necks slowly from side to bide. 
So 
strong was the sand laden wind that 
it was impossible for the men to go 
even as far as the river to get water, 
and our throats were parched with 
thirst. 


Happily this was the only sand 
storm we experienced on the whole 
journey, and I hope I may never see 
another.

VOLCANO'S tiilLU 1ÌEC011D 


TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION) WROUGHT 
BY THE LAVA FROM VESUVIUS, 


Since 1872 T h e re H a v e Horn Vow Krup- 
tions, Hut a Pci*!oil o f Kt*pnsc Is Al­ 
w ays Succccdcri bv a G rand O u tb u r s t— 
T h e O bservatory "Where W atcli Is K ept, 
Vesuvius is the most celebrated vol­ 
cano in the world—and there are 350 
active great volcanoes. 
It is most 
uncertain and has been sinco the 
earliest times, 


Since 1841 it has been under con­ 
stant observation by 3cientists, who 
havo been able to predict eruptions, 
butunablo to foretell tho extent of tho 
eruptions*. 


Vesuvius is eight miles from Naples, 
whose bay it overlooks at the eastern 
extremity of a chain extending to tho 
island of Ischia. 
It is believed th.tt 
me whole gulf of Naples was once an 
immense crater, the northern end of 
a great rent in the earth’s crust,/Etna 
being tho southern end and Strom- 
boli about the middle. 


At its baso Vesuvius is thirty miles 
in circumference. 
Its height varies 
after its eruptious9 but tho average is 
about 5000 feet. 
Its great crater is 
some 2000 feet in diameter and about 
500 feet deep. 


It consists of two distinct parts. 
The north sido is a lofty, seiui-circu- 
lar cliff', called Monte ¿omnia, which 
has a prehistoric crater. 
It is separ­ 
ated from the activo volcano by a 
deep valley several hundred feet wide. 


The Vesuvius of the ancients was a 
truncated cone with a base of eight or 
nine miles and a height of *1000 feet. 
At its summit was a depressed plain 
three miles in diameter. 
On this 
plain Spartaeus, the gladiator, fought 
Claudius Pulcher. 


There is no record of an eruption 
of Vesuvius prior to A. D. 79, al­ 
though tho latter-day scientists have 
proved that it must have been active 
before that time. 
At the beginning 
of the Christian era the sides of Vesu­ 
vius were covered with fields and 
vines and its crater vfas‘overgrown 
with wild grapes. 


It is certain that the people living 
near it at that time had not the slight­ 
est idea that it was an active volcano, 
for the writings of Pliny and Younger 
and Tacitus show that it gave warn­ 
ing for thirteen years before the great 
eruption. 
There were a series of 
earthquakes and tremendous seismic 
disturbances. 


The great historic eruption took 
place in August. The steam was con­ 
densed and poured down in torrents 
of rain, making the lava dust a pasty 
substance that poured down the moun­ 
tain side and buried Herculaneum at 
the west base, Pompeii on the south­ 
east side, Stabiae on the south side 
and Castellamare, which was beyond 
Stabiae. 
These cities were inundat­ 
ed and forgotten, so that centuries 
after, when the remains were dug up, 
moderns could gain a perfect insight 
into the manners and customs of the 
time of the £?reat eruption. 


For centuries Vesuvius was quiet. 
People who lived about it forgot that 
it had once buried cities and killed 
thousands. 
Again did vines cover 
the crater and its sides were cultivat­ 
ed fields. 
There had been six months 
of earthquakes, but these were not 
accepted as a warning. 


Vesuvius burst forth in mighty fury 
on Dec. 1G, 1G31, suddenly aud unex­ 
pectedly. 
It continued until Feb., 
1682. 
There was a tremendous flow 
of lava mingled with water, resulting 
from the melting of the snow and 
mud. 
Torre Annunziata, Torre del 
Greco, Resina and Portia were almost 
wholly destroyed, and it estimated 
that 18,000 jicople lost their lives. 
There was another eruption in 1GG0. 
but only ashes and steam, which 
formed mud torrents, came forth. 


One of the very grand eruptions oc­ 
curred in 1779. 
Huge stones were 
projected several thousand* feet into 
the air in a cloud of white vapor, with 
large masses of molten rock. 
Huge 
streams of lava poured down the 
mountain side, carrying death and de­ 
struction. 


Vesuvius was quiet for a few years, 
but in 170*1 i t ‘burst forth again. Tor­ 
re del Grecj Avas again destroyed by 
lava, which flowed down in a iiery 
stream a quarter of a mile wide at its 
base and fifteen feet thick, 


The outbreak which began in Oct., 
1882 lasted nearly a month, rupturing 
the top of the coue and making a cra­ 
ter three miles in circumference and 
1000 feet deep, 
From that time Ve­ 
suvius has never been quiet. 


In 1841 Ferdinand II established 
an observatory on the volcano for the 
purpose of giving warning of probable 
eruptions. When the eruption of May, 
1855, came the people had fled in 
time. 
The cone was again rent asun­ 
der and the flow of lava continued for 
twenty-seven days, destroying miles 
of cultivated fields and many houses. 


Early in 1872 another eruption took 
place. 
Crowds of people from Naples 
ascended the mountain sides to wit­ 
ness the fireworks. Three or four hun­ 
dred n.ever returned. 
Streams of lava 
twenty feet in diameter and twenty 
feet wide broke from the crater’s sides. 
The whole mountain seemed to ex­ 
plode. One rent was 1000 feet wide. 
The heat broke the glass in the obser­ 
vatory windows. 
The damage done 
to the crops was aboui $750,000, Ve­ 
suvius seems to sweat fire.

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Mice and JKat Plague. 


Mice and rats have caused great de­ 
struction in certoin localities of South­ 
ern Russia during the past two years, 
and the remarkable invasion of the 
rodent army is the subject of a report 
just received at tho State Department 
from Thomas E. 
lieenan, 
United 
States Consul at Odessa. 
The first ap­ 
pearance of mice in great numbers was 
in the autumn of 18!)3, and their rapid 
increase is attributed to two successive 
good harvests, in consequence of which 
much grain remained in stocks until 
thrashed, and to the mildness of the 
Nveather. 
There were three varieties 
of mice observed, the common house 
mouse, the common field mouse and 
another kind never previeusly noticed, 
having a long sharp nose. 
They 
swarmed in houses and graneries, and 
in some places moved in great num­ 
bers like an army. Instances are cited 
by Mr. Heenan where they attacked 
animals and men. 
The rats were not 
so numerous as the mice, but caused 
great destruction, even ruining build- 
ings. 


Every effort was made to stop the 
plague by the people living in the in­ 
fested district, and finally Government 
aid was secured. 
The Department of 
Agriculture in June, 1891-, sent Dr. 
Merezehkovski to one of the mice- 
ridden provinces to carry out experi­ 
ments of exterminating the mice by 
means of the cultivation of the bac- 
cillus discovered by him. 
The results 
were excellent. 
Epidemic disease was 
generated among the rodents and now 
the plague nas ended. 
Similar exper­ 
iments made by Doctors Loelller and 
Lazare did not give such good results.

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Number of Gallons in the Ocean* 


The mathematicians figure on every­ 
thing nowadays, from the number of 
leaves in a given extent of ioresb to 
the probable number of molecules of 
matter that it takes to make up the 
universe. 
One of the most curious 
calculations which we have met with 
recently is one in which a German 
professor gives figures to show the 
number of gallons of water in the Pa­ 
cific Ocean. 
He first considered the 
average depth and then the average 
length and breadth, and then throws 
the whole into a square and the square 
into a globe. He finds that this aque­ 
ous globe would be exactly 726 miles 
in diameter. Next he considers ocean 
v/ater as weighing ten pounds to the 
gallon, and finds that his immense 
sphere, wero it hollow metal globe, 
would hold 200, UUO, 000,0110, UOJ (two 
hundred trillions) of gallons!

Shooting* Accidents. 


Several shooting accidents, in which a 
few narrow escapes from death are the 
only fortunate feature, occurred recently 
in and around York Springs. Near Lati- 
more a young man received a revolver 
ball, just missing his heart, who is still 
lying in a critical condition. 
At last re­ 
ports he is slowly improving. The young 
man is in the care of Dr. Myers. The 
revolver was accidentally discharged in 
the hands of a companion, while care­ 
lessly handled by the two boys. 


On last Monday afternoon while Isaac 
Day and Herbert Hershey, ¿two York 
Springs boys, were handling a loaded 
revolver in Stambaugh’s barber shop, 
the weapon went °®, the ball passing 
through Mr. Day’s arm above the elbow- 
causing a very ugly, though fortunately, 
not very dangerous flesh wound. 


One day last week while some hunters 
were taking dinner with Mr. James 
Neely and family, a few miles from York 
Springs, having left their guns standing 
in a corner of the room, Miss Blanche, 
one of the daughters of Mr. Neely, took 
up one of the guns, aud while handling 
it the gun was discharged, but, beyond 
giving them all a first-class scare, no 
serious damage was done. 


It is also reported that another case 
where the man was handling a loaded 
revolver in the house, it went oil, the 
ball passing through the floor into the 
cellar, where his wife was engaged at 
work, but fortunately no one was hurt. 


Shortly before noon last Tuesday 
Francis J., the seven-year old son of Mr. 
Wesley Welsh, residing about two miles 
south-east of Littlcstown, in Union town­ 
ship, accidentally shot himself and died 
instantly. It seems the lad wanted to 
go hunting for rabbits as he had seen 
other boys do, and spoke of it to his 
father, who promptly corrected him. 
The lad then went to the house without 
his father knowing, and procured an old 
rusty revolver which had not been used 
for some time, and, going out into the 
yard, shot himself directly through the 
heart with the above result. It is sup­ 
posed that he did not have strength 
euough to pull the trigger with one hand 
and in using both pointed the muzzle of 
the revolver toward his heart when the 
cartridge was exploded.

PAGANS OF NEW YORK. 


ONONDAGA INDIANS LITTLE INFLU­ 
ENCED BY CIVILIZATION.

There aro 500 Indians 011 the Onon­ 
daga reservation in New York, says 
the Sun, but fewer than a dozen 
houses are visible from the main road 
running through the settlement* The 
Indian will not livo in a street like 
the white man. 
There are 110 rows 
of dwellings on tho reservation, not 
even groups; only isolated huts, gen­ 
erally faciug awav*from the highway, 
The three churches, 
the three mis- 
*' sionaries* houses and the school build­ 
ing are the only modern structures. 
The council house of the Onondagas 
is conspicuous, and its architecture is 
unmistakably Indian-S-lon#, low and 
wooden. 
These are the only signs of 
cnilization to be seen in a drive 
through tho rugged stretch of coun­ 
try set apart by the state for the In ­ 
dian. 


The larger nunibor of the Indians 
live in small frame houses and log 
huts in obscure iield corners or in the 
woods, 
as far as possible from the 
traveled roads. 
As an example of tho 
Indian’s aversion to urban living, 
there is Bill Isaacs. 
He lives alone 
in a log cabin. 
For years he dwelt in 
solitude and happiness 011 tho land 
next to tho council house, but when 
two other houses made their appear- 
anco 011 the opposite side of the way 
his tranquillity was seriously dis­ 
turbed. 
He couldn’t live with two 
houses staring him in the face, so he 
borrowed a wheelbarrow, pulled his 
his house apart and moved it piece by 
piece down to tho gully near the 
creek, away from civilization. 
There 
he put it together again. 
He hasn’t a 
neighbor in sight and his life has re­ 
sumed its former peacefulness. 


Civilized ways appeal but slowly to 
the Onondagas, and in their house­ 
hold habits they are almost as primi­ 
tive as in the days when wigwams 
were their only shelter. 


An Indian woman’s kitcheu is an 
indefinite institution. 
During the 
cold weather her housekeeping is done 
in the living room, which is usually 
the only one in the house, but in the 
summer it is oftener done out of doors 
than in the house. 
Her kitchen con­ 
sists of a fire under a tripod, a kettle 
and a frying pan. 
That is her work­ 
ing outht. 
Water is snpplie I from 
the springs, of which there are many 
on the reservation. 
The cabins ate 
built without regard to the location of 
the water supply, and tho women have 
to sometimes travel long distances 
through the woods, fetching water in 
pails for household uso. 
It has not 
occurred to them that this is incon­ 
venient. 


In religion the Onoudagas show a 
queer mixture of paganism and Chris­ 
tianity. 
From their daily conduct it 
would be impossible to make a classi­ 
fication. 
The pagans have a queer 
belief, which many years ago was 
modified and put on record in their 
language by Handsome Lake, the 
prophet of the nation. 
They believe 
that they are one of the lost tribes of 
Israel and they say that many of their 
religious festivals are similar to those 
of the Israelites. 
For example, the 
great festival of the year is the burn­ 
ing of the white dog, symbolizing the 
Israelitish sacrifice of the scapegoat'. 


The council house is their temple 
of worship and of social affairs, tho 
missionaries having introduced ice 
cream and cake sociables. 


There are three mission churches, 
one Episcopal, one Wesleyan and one 
Wesleyan Episcopal. 
These missions 
are introducing new methods to inter­ 
est the Indian. 
Beginning with tho 
children, they are teaching them in­ 
dustrial work, sewing and cooking. 
Reservation cooking as a rule is not 
appetizing. 
Everything is cooked 
floating in greese, and fat pork is tho 
basis of every meal. 
The food, too, is 
served in barbarously crude ways. 
Most of the Indians eat with the fin­ 
gers and directly from tho dish in 
which tho food is cooked. 
A very 
small jjroportion of the children 011 
the reservation are allowed to enter 
the classes, as tho old pagaus oppose 
every appearance of a change from 
their primitive Indian customs. 


Missionaries on the reservation who 
linow the habits and the language of 
tho Indians say that tho traditional 
stoicism and immobility of tho race is 
not due to lack of omotion but rather 
to an excess of feeling. 
Their lan­ 
guage expresses only a few ideas. 
They have no words in their inflexi­ 
ble Indian tongue to convey shades 
of emotion. 
From birth they learn 
silence and repression of feeling. 
At 
church services, say the missionaries, 
the simplest religious sentiment ex­ 
pressed from the pulpit will move an 
Indian congregation to weep, but to 
weep silently as a ¡rained child does. 


One of the interesting places on the 
reservation is the school. A room full 
of little Indians i s one of the most 
serious spectacles in tho world. Thoy 
are silent, solemn and watchful. 
As 
pupils they are difficult to teach but 
perfect in discipline. 
Their move­ 
ments are slow and their speech is 
deliberate, yet they are alert and 
ehrewti. 
They learn by watching aud 
imitating, for they are dull in reason- 


ing. 
Two young white women direct 
the school and livo in a small wiug 
adjoining the main building. 
Two 
rooms are fitted up for them aud they 
have added enough of their personal 
belongings to make a comfortable 
home. 
They do their own house* 
keeping and teach part of each day, 
aud still 
have plenty of 
leisure, 
Through tho summer months and the 
fall the situation is enviable, for tho 
natural beauty of the reservation is 
not to bo surpassed in the state. 
In 
the winter months it is another story. 
The reservation is even moro pictur­ 
esque, but the life is rigorous for 
other than very hardy young women, 


White children 011 tlio reservation 
are deeply influenced by tho Indian 
life and surroundings. 
One of the 
missionaries thoro has recently given 
up the work because he found it 
necessary to remove his ten-year-old 
sou from the Indian mode of life. 
The boy has lived at the Indian vil­ 
lage from babyhood, growing up with 
the young Onondagas as school com­ 
panions and playmates. 
He speaks 
almost entirely in thoir tongue and is 
slow aud uncertain in the English. 
He is developing all the traits of the 
young Indians, including thoir inflex­ 
ibility and their unnatural solemnity. 


THE JOKE THAT FAILED.

He never seems to be happy unless he 
is getting off some of his wretched 
jokes upon his friends.

passed through an experience that 
may subdue him if, indeed, it does 
not break him entirely of the habit of 
joking. 


“Last month Smith and Jones weut 
up north on a combined hunting and 
fishing trip. 
Smith is a crank on 
fishing, but cares nothing for hunt­ 
ing, while on the other hrnd, Jones 
goes in for hunting and fails to see 
where the fun comes in from holding 
a fishing rod all day long. 


“Jones* sole ambition on the trip 
was to kill a bear. 
He said so much 
about it that Smith conceived one of 
his practical jokes and proceeded to 
put it into effect. 
Borrowing an old 
bear’s skin, and using a few pieces of 
rotten log, he managed to shape an 
object that from a distance somewhat 
resembled a bear. 
Then he casually 
remarked to Jones that while fishing 
he had noticed some bear tracks. 


This excited Jon'es, who immedi­ 
ately insisted (hat Smith should point 
out the spot. 
Nothing loth, Smith 
led the way to the spot where he had 
prepared the dummy, and then gave 
way to Jones, who moved cautiously 
forward. 


“ Suddenly Jones threw his gun to 
his shoulder and tired, then he dropped 
his gun and fled, yelling for Smith to 
do likewise. 


“ Smith roared with laughter at the 
success of his ruse and might have 
been laughing yet had he not been 
startled by a heavy chasing in the 
underbrush near him. Then he gasped. 
It didn’t matter what Jones had fired 
at, there was a sure enough bear com­ 
ing and it was headed directly for 
Smith.

T h e L a k e C aptain. 


The lake cax^tain has 110 knowledge 
of the science of navigation. 
Never 
is he out of sight of land for any 
length of time, and he must know his 
route almost as a river pilot knows the 
stream he sails. 
In truth, so far as 
following his course goes, the lake 
captain is a pilot rather than a sea­ 
man. 
His steering is by compass and 
the shoreline; never does hew'atch for 
the sun in order to ascertain his posi­ 
tion by observation. 
He depends in 
a large measure upon landmarks in 
finding his way, aud when they are 
hidden by fog or a snow squall he 
must make the best guess he can. He 
has always at least one port to make 
in a dav, and sometimes two or three. 
In each of them there 
is enough 
routine work to lceop him busy until 
he sails again. 
If he commands a 
freight boat he often has to shift his 
vessel from one dock to another, per- 
naps se\eral times, in order to pick 
up all his cargo. 
No pilot meets him 
oil’a harbor to share his responsibility 
and steer his vessel in. 
He must not 
only keep the deck during the storms 
and when entering and leaving port, 
but also during fogs and when tho 
dense smoke from the forest fires of 
autumn lies on the water, for such 
well-traveled thoroughfares as ho sails 
demand eternal vigilance. 
In harbor 
and sea the lake captain’s duties a n 
many aud his hours of labor long.— 
Allen Hendricks, in North American 
Heview,

HELPS FOR HOUSEWIVES, 


C leaning T a b le Glas«. 


The most effective way of cleauing 
cruets, carafes,decanters, toilet bot­ 
tles, etc., is to put the ordinary,every­ 
day Irish potato peelings in them and 
allow to stand over nightr On rinsing 
out tho glass will bo found clear and 
brilliant. 
Pebbles and shot should 
never be used as they scratch and 
wear tho inner surface. 


I m p r o v i n g W h ite Cloths. 


To improve the color of white cloths 
and clothing that have boon washed a 
spoonful of borax dissolved in a little 
hot water should bo added to the last 
water in which they aro rinsed. 
It 
will whiten tho clothes very much. 
Another hint for the laundry is to add 
a little dissolved gum arabic to the 
boiled starch used for linen collars, 
cuffs and the bosoms of shirts. 
Fre­ 
quently salt is also mixed with the 
starch. 


C le a n 111 
Je w e lry . 


Gold jewelry may be cleaned by 
washing it in a lather of warm soap­ 
suds to which a few drops of sal vol­ 
atile havo been added. 
This imparts 
brilliance, and the articles should then 
bo dried with a chamois leather. 


Silver jewelry should also be washed 
in a little warm, soapv water. 
It may 
then be polished with a very little of 
the best whiting or hartshorn powder 
and finished with a soft leather. Mal­ 
tese silver ornaments cf filigree work 
do not require a powder to be used; 
they should be brushed with a small 
brush and soaj^y water, dried careful­ 
ly and rubbed with a soft leather.

necklets may be treated in this way.

Bhape which prevents their tight clos­ 
ing. 
When that condition is reached* 
they are about as useless as an open 
shelf for the purpose for Avhich they 
were designed, that of keeping out 
the heat and damp air, and also mice, 
if such infest the place. 
Housekeep­ 
ers whose china closets have been in 
existence for years will find it an easy 
matter to have such drawers added. 


SCIENTIFIC SCRAPS, 


Kecipea. 


Soup—Chop up a large 
nead of lettuce and stew it with a 
lump of butter, a pinch of sugar ana 
thirty drops of Tarragon vinegar. 
Keep stirring and do not let it burn. 
Add a teaspoon flour, pepper and salt, 
break in an egg; stir well. Then pour 
on veal broth if you have it, enough 
for each one at table to have a cup. 
Lay dice of stale bread in the tureen, 
season the4 soup if there is any lack, 
pour a half cup of cream and serve. 


String Bean Salad—Take about a 
pound of string beans, string, wash 
and split through the middle and boil 
till quite done; then take them out 
and 2)ut in a dish to cool; then cut 
one good-sized onion or two small 
ones half-moon slices; put into a dish 
aud pour boiling water over; stir and 
strain, 
then j^our cold water and 
strain; add to the beans; cut some 
parsley fine and mix with beans; make 
a dressing of vinegar and olive oil: 
salt and pepper; this may bo served 
with cold or warm meat. 
Peas may 
be served in the same wav. 


Eggs a la Bonne Femme—Take six 
large eggs, boil them ten minutes; 
when cool remove the shells; divide 
them equally in halves, take out the 
yolks and cut off from each the point­ 
ed tip of the white that they may 
stand flatly. 
Make tiny dice of some 
cold chicken, ham, boiled beet root 
aud the yolks. 
Fill the hollows with 
these up to the brim and jiilo the dice 
high in the centre—two of ham and 
chicken, two of boiled beet root and 
two with hard yolks. 
Arrange some 
neatly cut lettuce on a dish and plac« 
eggs amongst it. 


Roast Mutton, Peasant Style—Blend 
together a tablespoonful each of but­ 
ter and flour, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, and saltspoonful of paprika, and 
rub thoroughly over a small, wfell- 
trimmed* leg of mutton. 
In a but­ 
tered roasting pan place a layer of 
nicely 
browned, 
buttered 
bread­ 
crumbs. 
On this spread a two-inch 
layer of shredded cabbage, pour over 
a glassful of strong vinegar and two 
glasses of water; place the mutton on 
the cabbage aud roast until done, 
basting constantly, 
The 
cabbage 
should be a light brown. 
Allow 
twelve minutes to the pound in chok­ 
ing.

MAUSERS VS. KRAG-JORGENSENS. 


Some C o m parison s R ecen tly 
M ad e by 
E xports a t th o Springllcld A rsenal. 
While no decision ha3 yet been 
made as to what shall be done with 
the Spanish Mauser rifles which ar­ 
rived in the United States arsenal re­ 
cently, it is expected that, after hav­ 
ing been cleaned and repaired, these 
weapons will be sold to the public as 
curiosities. 


Officials at the arsenal state that 
these Spanish guns, besides being in 
every way inferior to the Krag-Jor­ 
gensen rities used by * our regular 
army, show rough and ignorant us­ 
age at the hands of the Spanish^ sol­ 
diers. 


Tho main difference between the 
Krag and the Mauser is that, while 
both are bolt guns, the former has a 
magazine which, filled with five car­ 
tridges, can be cut off so as to make 
the rifle practically a single shooter ; 
the latter’s magazine cannot be so cut 
off. 
It is, therefore, really a repeat­ 
ing rifle. 
Furthermore, in the Iirag 
the bolt is opened and closed by the 
action of cams—an application 
of 
power similar to that used on chain- 
less bicycles—while with the Mauser 
the man has to compress the main 
spring by direct force. 


It is jDrobable that these Mausers 
will be sold for not less than $15 
apiece, so that for every one sold tho 
government will be a little mere than 
reimbursed lor the manufacture of 
one Krag-Jorgensen, which, as made 
at the arsenal, cost $14.50. 


Several Krags have arrived at the 
arsenal for repairs after having been 
used by rough riders. 
They show 
that they can stand very hard usage 
without impairing their efficiency, 
proving thereby the excellence of 
their pattern, manufacture and ma­ 
terial. 
There are two which, after 
having been carried thorough the surf, 
filled with sand and wet with water, 
and having gone through all the fight­ 
ing, were quite ready for use just as 
they were when they arrived without 
auy cleaning or oiling. The butt of one 
of these—carbine pattern—was split 
and perforated by a Mauser bullet, 
which most likely bored a hole also 
through the arm of whatever Iiough 
Eider held the gun at the time. 


One reason of the inferiority of the 
Mausers is that they are made l)y con­ 
tract by a firm in Berlin, Germany, 
while our guns are made at the 
Springfield arsenal under the direct 
supervision of ordnance officers. 
Our 
guns are therefore exactly alike, one 
to the other, while the material and 
workmanship of the Spanish rifles 
show many degrees 
of quality. — 
Springfield Union.

Paris, Nov. 29.—Spain has acccpted 
the United Stales' offer of $20,000.000. 
añd at a joint session of the peace com- 
missions yesterdny afternoon consontcd 
without condllion to relinquish Cuba 
and to code Porto Rico, Guam and the 
Philippine islands. 


The document presenting this ac- 
ceptance contained only 300 words. It 
opened with a ^I'cforence to the fíual 
terms of the United States, and said 
that the Spanish commissioners, after 
having taken cognizance of the terms 
proposed by the Americans, 
replied 
that their i^overnment had tried to 
give as equitable an answer as possi- 
ble, but that they were not prepared 
to commit their government to the 
acceptance of the principles embodied 
in the American argument, 
Spain re- 
jects these principies, the note con- 
tiuneB, "as she always hV.s rejected 
them." 
Basing her attitude upon the 
justice of her cause, the note then says, 
sho still 
adheres to these 
pricipleii 
which she has heretofore invariably 
formulated." 


Hov/ever, the note-adds, in her de- 
sire for peace she has gone so far as 
to propose certain compromises, whi( h 
the Americans have always rejected. 
She has also attenpted, it is further 
asserted, to hnve submitted to arbitra- 
tion some of the luaterial points upon 
which the two governments difTered. 
These proposals for arbitration, it is 
added, the Americans had equally re- 
jected. 


Spain's reply yesterday, in substancc, 
continued by declaring that the Uni- 
ted States has oiYered, as a kind of 
compensation to Spain, something very 
inadequate to the sacrifices the latter 
coua*.ry-^makcs at this moment, and 
she feels, therefore, that the United 
States' proposal cannot be considered 
jur.t and equitable, 


Spain has, hov/ovnr, eyfcauRtfíd all 
the resources of diplomacy in an at- 
tempt to justify her attitude. 
Seeing 
that an acceptance of 
the 
proposal 
made to Spain is a necessary condi- 
tion to a continuance of negotiations, 
and seeing that the resources of Spain 
are not such as to enable her to re- 
enter upon war, she is prepared, in her 
desire to avoid bloodshed and from 
considerations of humanity and pa- 
triotism, to submit to the conditions of 
the conquering nation, ho^'ever harsh 
they may be. 
She is, therefore, ready 
to accept the proposals of the Ameri- 
can commission as presented at the last 
sifting. 


Tbe reading and the translation of 
the document occupied less than five 
minutes. 
At the conclusion of the 
translations 
the 
commißsioners 
em- 
powered Senor Ojoda. secretary of the 
Spanish 
commission, 
and 
Secretary 
Moore, of the American commission, 
to draw up articles which are to em- 
body the relinquishment of Cuba by 
Spain and tbe cession of Porto Rico 
and the Philippines. 
These articles, 
which may be considered as consti- 
tuting the conditions of peace, win be 
ready for submission tomorrow, 


A great deal of interest was taken 
in yesterday's meeting. The two com- 
missions anlved at the foreign office in 
carriages in the rain, almost simui- 
tanoously, and, repairing to the con- 
ference room, Immediately opened the 
only business beftu'c them. 


Senor Montero Ríos, the president of 
the Spanish commission, has usually 
preceded the presentation of a Span- 
ish communication in writing by ver- 
bally 
sumí?3arii5{ng it, but 
yesterday 
Senor Rios was silent and unusually 
grave. 
Ills fa<'.e was deeper lined, and 
ho clearly showed the mental strain 
under which he was laboring as he 
approached 
the 
final 
reliniiuishment 
of Sp'^.'n' . colonial possessions. 


Without IX word, Senor Montero Rioa 
produced {wo typewritten sheets and 
passed them to the interpreter of the 
United States commission, Mr. Fergu- 
son, who read them substantially as 
cabled, vim outline of the Sijauish doc- 
ument being furnished later to a press 
correspondent by Senor üjeda. 


The commissioners left the foreign 
ofiice imnodiately after the secretariew 
ha,d been directed to prepare the arti- 
cles of the peace treaty. 
There was 
scarcely any conversation between the 
Anierican and Spanish couimiöejionert' 
after the adjourniaeiit.

Bostcn, Nov. 80.—The pas!?ing houri 
do not bring an end to the reports ol 
wrecks and loss of life up and down 
the New Kngland coast as the out- 
come of Sunday's terrific storm, surh 
a one as New England never had be- 
fore. From Cape Cod the moiit terrible 
accounts of ruin and death are coming, 
and of theee the loss c.f the steamer 
Portland, 
a side-wheeler 
plying 
be- 
tween BoFton and Portland, with all 
on board, nearly 100 souls, overshadows 
all. 
The graveyard of the coast, the 
treacherous bar? and rips on the out- 
side of Cape Cod. have claimed vic- 
tims without number. 
Miles and miles 
of coast line are piled hirh with wreck- 
age, most of which is ground so fine 
by the waves that identification of hap- 
le^'s craft is Impossible. 


The only means of reaching Cape Cod 
is by steamer across 
Massach\isett9 
bay. a disagreeable voyage, as the sea 
Is yet boisterous. Word from Province- 
town tells of nearly 30 total wrecks, 
with the number of lives lost unknown. 


Matters are improving sllp'htly along 
Vineyard Pound, so far as means of 
communicaiion is concerned. 
The best 
summing up of the disasters in that 
section is made by Captain Hard, Jr., 
of the revenue cutter Dexter, who has 
cruised along shore. 
He says that in 
Vineyard Haven many hulls are piled 
upon the shore, and those vessels which 
are ailoat seem mere shells. The Dex- 
ter reports possible additions to the 
wreck list f f two schooners sunk off 
Menemisha Bight and two big ones sunk 
abreast of Presaue Isle. 
The fate of 
their crews is unknown. 
Three wreck- 
ing steamers are around the Fairfax, 
ashore on Sow and Pigs Reef. 


The Portland was totally wrecked at 
10 o'clock Sunday morning off High- 
land Light, and the entire crew and 
passengers perished within a short dis- 
tance of land. 
A large 
ciuantitv of 
wreckage, including trimks and other 
material, have come ashore, and 50 
bodies have been recovered from the 
surf by the life saving crew at High 
Head station- One body was that of a 
woman. 


The New England coast is strewn 
with the wrecks of sailing vessels, as 
many as 
having been blown on the 
rocks and sands by the 
fierce 
gale. 
Nearly all of them will prove to be 
total losses, and there has been an ac- 
compiinyinir great loss of life. 
In all 
it is h<?lieved that 200 lives have been 
lost by shipwreck and there have been 
many deaths from cold and exposure. 
The damage to business interests is 
estimated at from $3,000,000 to $10.000,- 
000. Eighty buildings have been blown 
down.

JAPAN RAZES A CITY. 


Aollon TiiUon in FonnoHa Tluit Is "Wlth- 
ont IM'oc'iXlont in IlUtory, 


It is probable that tho nclion of the 
JapancHo government in ordering the 
doHtrnction of tho city of Teokcham, 
Formosa, and tho removal of all of its 
inliabihiuts to a new location, is prob- 
ably without a precedent in history. 
The city is situated on the northwest 
coast of the island, and has been fre- 
quently subject to pestilence, with the 
sacriiico of thousands of lives. 
As 
long as Formosa was under tho con- 
trol of the Chinese, no attention was 
paid to tho matter, and there are sev- 
eral cities in China where such calam- 
ities occur with 3'egular frequency 
without any eflbrt on the part of the 
government or the pe jplo to prevent 
or remedy them. 


The cities along the shores of tho 
Yellow river are illustrations. 
This 
stream is known as "China\s Sorrow,*' 
because it always overllnws its banks 
after a heavy rainfall. 
The bod is not 
Ruilicieutto contain the drainage of 
the valley through which it Hows. 
As many as 10i),Ui)0 peoplo have been 
drowned in ono of those periodicals 
inundations. 
But, with tho curious 
persistency that is a characteristic of 
the Chinese race, tho survivors return 
to tboir former homes as soon as tho 
water subsides, burn a few .«iticks of 
incensG to ajipease tho dragon of tho 
water, but take no further steps for 
their protection. 


The Japanese are diiTerent, and are 
as fond of inundations as tho Chinese 
are opposed to them. 
Japan has been 
in control of Formosa nearly three 
yoai s, and in 1896 and 1897 plagues 
visited Teckcham with enormous fa- 
tality. 
The phenomenon being called 
to the attention of the government,an 
investigation was ordered by sanitary 
experts, ^vho reported that the city 
was built upon a swamp, and that at 
certain seasons of the year poisonous 
gases issued from the ground, where- 
upon 
an order was issued to Mr. 
Sakurai, the governor, to select a new 
location as convenient to the old one 
as possible, -v^here the natural condi- 
tions were healthful. 
A new city Avas 
laid out by experts, and each property 
holder in the old one was assigned \t 
site that corresponded in area with 
that he occupied at Teckcham, and he 
was giveu twelve months to remove 
his buildings and belongings. 


Sewers, 
roadways and sidewalks, 
public building, waterworks, and all 
other public improvements were laid 
out by the government in the new city 
without expense to the people, but 
they were required to pay the cost of 
the removal of their own property. 
This is not so expensive an under- 
taking as ono might suppose, because 
most of the houses and other build- 
ings in Teckcham, as well as in other 
cities, are built of the very lightest 
wooden material, and a Japanesehouse 
olTers the advantage of being taken 
apart without difficulty or injury.

occurred in Nebraska, along the Platte 
river. 
He was shot, and several days 
later his body Avas found. 
His pony, 
still bridled and saddled, was also 
found, with the mail intact. 
It was 
transferred to another horse,and soon 
forwarded to its destination. 
In lay- 
ing out 
the route througii the Indian 
country, ^jains were taken 
to avoid 
anything 
that wonhl 
afford cover 
for an ambushed foe. 
Ono of 
the 
greatest dangers encountered by the 
pony express riders -was from immi- 
grants and others who mistook them 
for Indians. 
In those days it 
was 
shoot lirst and investigate afterward, 
provided the shooter survived to make 
an in', CHtigiition. 
A number of the 
rjders jnet their death in this Avay, 
being mistaken for Indians, horse- 
thieves, or road-agents. It is a strange 
but notable fact that the Indians often 
stood and saw the daring riders Hy 
past, without offering to molest them.

HANGED, BUT MAY CO FREE, 


Scntcnocd, but l{o])o ISroko» nnil 
Son- 
tenco Wixn Commuted, 


After being tried for the asaassina- 
lion 
of 
Will 
Buckley 
in 
Madison 
count}', Mississippi, for which crime 
he was convicted and an attempt at a 
legal execution made, failing because 
the rope broke, and aher having his 
sentence commuted by Governor Mc- 
Laurin to life imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, Will Purvis, the notori- 
ous Whitecappor, stands a good chance 
to be pardoned. 


The governor received a remarkable 
letter, signed by the three 
brothers 
and a brother-in-law of Will Buckley, 
the murdered man, stating that the^ 
believed u mistake had been made, 
and that an innocent man was sufier- 
ing the penalty of another's 
crime. 
These relatives have ever since the 
assassination, been bitter against Pur- 
vis and have resisted every attempt 
to have him pardoned. 
The letter in 
question is signed by A. L. Luckley, 
J. Q. Buckley, F, M. Buckley and H. 
0. Turnage. 
I t recites the iact that 
the continued 
confinement of 
Will 
Purvis in the i^enitentiary will have a 
tendency to shield the real 
murderer 
of their brother. 


One brother, Jim Buckley, was with 
Will when the latter was killed, and 
testified on the trial that he saw Will 
Purvis unbreeching 
his 
gun 
right 
after the fatal shot was 
fired. 
This, 
v/ith some covvoboratory evidence, was 
the meat of the i:)rosecution's case and 
the evidence upon Avhich Purvis 
was 
sentenced to hang. 
During the last 
session of the legislature a joetition 
was circulated and largely signed ask- 
ing that Purvis be jmrdoned. 
In ad- 
dition the people of Marion 
county 
have all along doubted his guilt. 


The story of Purvis' alleged crime 
and the subsequent proceedincrs have 
already been published. 
Will Buck- 
ley was alleged to have belonged to a 
a gang 
of 
Whitecappers in Marion 
county. 
It was said he was threatened 
with death in case he revealed 
any- 
thing to the grand jury. 
He was as- 
sassinated while returning from court. 
Purvis was arrested and convicted on 
the evidence recited above. 
He was 
sentenced to be hanged, but the rope 
broke, aud he fell to the ground 
un- 
conscious. 
He was returned to the 
jail, and his lawyers made the point 
before the supreme court that he was 
executed. 
The court held, however, 
that he had to be dead before the sen- | 
tence of the law had been carried out. 


He afterward escai^ed, and was at I 
large when Governor McLauriu was 
inaugurated. 
He olTered to return to 
custody if the governor would com- 
mute his sentence to life imprison- 
ment, 
He refused to negotiate with 
him until he had surrendered. 
Pur- 
vis then surrendered and was brought 
by the governor's order, to the peni- 
tentiary' for safe keeping. 
There his 
sentence was commuted to life im- 
prisonment, and ever since he has been 
serving the sentence.

Vesi\vius Í3 the most celebrated vol- 
cano in tho world—and there are 350 
active 
great 
volcanoes, 
It is most 
uncertain 
aud has 
been 
since 
the 
earliest times. 


Since lvS41 it has been under con- 
stant observation 
by 
scientists, ^vho 
have boon able to predict 
eruptions, 
but unable to foretell tho extent of tho 
eruptions'. 


Vesuvius is eight miles from Naples, 
•whose bay it overlooks at the eastern 
extremity of a chain extending to tho 
island of Ischia. 
It is boUeved th.it 
lAe whole gulf of Naples was once an 
immense crater, the northern end 
of 
a great rent in the earth's crust, .Etna 
being the southern end 
and 
iStrom- 
boli about the middle. 


At its baso Vesuvius is thirty miles 
in circumference. 
Its 
height' varies 
after its eruiitions, but tho average is 
ubout 5ÜÜ0 feet. 
Its great crater is 
some 2000 feet in diameter and about 
500 feet deep. 


It consists of 
two 
distinct 
parts. 
The north side is a lofty, semi-circu- 
lar clilt; called Monte ¿ouuna, which 
has a prehistoric crater. 
It is separ- 
ated 
from 
the 
activo volcano by a 
deep valley several hundi'edleet wide. 


The Vesuvius of tho ancients was a 
truncated cone with a base of eight or 
nine miles and a height of -louo feet. 
A.t its summit was a deprobsed plain 
three 
miles 
in 
diameter. 
On this 
plain Spartacus, the gladiator, fought 
Claudius ruichei'. 


There is no record of an eruption 
of 
Vesuvius 
prior 
to A. D. 7W, al- 
th ough the latter-day scienti>its have 
proved that it must have been active 
before that time. 
At 
the 
beginning 
of the Christian era the sides of Vesu- 
vius 
-were covered -with ilelds and 
vines and its crater 
with -wild grapes. 


It is certain that the people living 
near it at that time had not the slight- 
est idea that it was an active volcano, 
for tho writings of Pliny and Younger 
and Tac-itns show that 
it gave warn- 
ing for thirteen years before the great 
eruption. 
There were 
a series of 
earthquakes aud tremendous seismic 
distur bances. 


The 
great 
historic eruption 
took 
place in August. The steam was con- 
densed aud poured down in 
torrents 
of rain, making the lava dust a pasty 
substance that jjoured down the moun- 
tain side and buried Herculaueum at 
the west base, Pompeii on the south- 
east side, iStabiae on 
the south side 
and Castellaniare, which was beyond 
hjtabiae. 
These cities were inundat- 
ed and forgotten, 
so 
that 
centuries 
after, M'hen the remains Avere dug up, 
moderns could gain a perfect insight 
into the manners and customs of the 
time of the erreat erui^tion. 


For centuries Vesuvius was 
quiet. 
Peoi)le who lived about it forgot that 
it had once buried cities and killed 
thousands. 
Again did 
vines 
cover 
the crater and its sides were cultivat- 
ed lields. 
There had been six mouths 
of earthquakes, 
but 
these were not 
accepted as a warning. 


Vesuvius burst forth in mighty fury 
on Dec. 10, 1C31, suddenly and unex- 
pectedly. 
It 
continued until 
Peb., 
There was a tremendous flow 
of lava mingled with water, resulting 
from the melting 
of the 
snow and 
mud. 
Torre 
Annunziata, Torre del 
(irreco, Resina and Portia were almost 
wholly destroyed, 
and 
it 
estiniated 
that 
18,000 
people lost their 
lives. 
There was another eruption in lOiiO, 
but 
only 
ashes 
and 
steam, 
which 
formed mud torrents, came forth. 


One of the very grand eruptions oc- 
curred 
in 1779. 
Huge stones were 
projected several tliousand- feet into 
the air in a cloud of white vapor, with 
large masses of molten rock. 
Huge 
streams 
of lava 
poured 
doAvn 
the 
mountain side, carrying death and de- 
struction. 


Vesuvius was quiet for a few years, 
but in ITá-í it'burst forth again, 
Tor- 
re del (irecj Avas again destroyed by 
lava, M'hich 
flowed 
down in a liery 
stream a quarter of a mile wide at its 
base and lifteen feet thick. 


The outbreak which began in Oct., 
18fcí2 lasted nearly a month, rupturing 
the top of the cone and making a cra- 
ter three miles in circumference and 
1000 feet deep. 
Prom that time Ve- 
suvius has never been quiet. 


In 
I M l 
Ferdinand I I established 
an observatory on the volcano for the 
l^ui'i^ose of giving warning of ¡n-obable 
eruptions, \Yhen the erujition of May, 
1855, came the people had fled iu 
time. 
The cone was again rent asun- 
der and the flow of lava continued for 
twenty-seven days, destroying miles 
of cultivated fields and many houses. 


Early in 1872 another eruption took 
place. 
Crowds of people from Naples 
ascended the mountain sides to wit- 
ness the fireworks. Three or four hun- 
dred n^ever returned. 
»Streams of lava 
twenty feet in diameter and twenty 
feet wide broke from the cráteras sides. 
The whole mountain seemed 
to ex- 
plode. One rent was 1000 feet wide. 
The heat broke the glass in the obser- 
vatory windows, 
Tbe damage 
done 
to the crops was aboui 3750,000. 
Ve- 
suvius seems to sweat fire.

The wafí;ou shod 
and hog stable were in damper and the 
contents removed, but the flames were 
confined to the barn. 
The barn was 50

The barn contained

grain, &c. Besides t* is, the most of 
Mr, Colgan*s machinei'y and haVness 
Avcre burned, on which there is no in- 
surance, making Mr. Colgan a heavy 
loser. 


The barn was built about 38 years ago 
but was in good condition. 
It was in- 
sured in the !Mummasburg Company for 
$1400 
Mr. Jenkins, the owner, resides 
in Howard county, Md., and the farm is 
under the management of his brother, 
AVilliam E. Jenkins, of Irishtown.

It is also reported that another case 
where the man M'as handling a loaded 
revolver in ihe house, it went oil, the 
ball passing through the floor into the 
cellar, where his wife was engaged at 
work, but fortunately no one was hurt. 


Shortly before noon 
last 
Tuesday 
Francis J., the seven-year old son of Mr. 
Wesley Welsh, residing about two miles 
south-east of Littlestown, in Union town- 
ship, accidentall}^ shot himself and died 
instantly. It seems the lad wanted to 
go hunting for rabbits as he had seen 
other boys do, and spoke of it to his 
father, who promptly corrected 
him. 
The lad then went to the house without 
his father knowing, and procured an old 
rusty revolver which had not been used 
for some time, and, going out into the 
yard, shot himself directly through the 
heart with the above result. It is sup- 
posed that he did not have strength 
enough to pull the trigger with one hand 
and in using both pointed the muzzle of 
the revolver toward his heart when the 
cartridge "was exploded.

Death's Doings. 


Death of Rev. Jacob K. Hostetter. ^ 
Kev. Jacob K. Hostetter, residing about 
one mile from Hanover, died Friday 
morning at 4 o'clock, aged 74 years, 1 
month and 13 days. 


About two years ago Mr, Hostetter 
suffered a paralytic stroke, and has since 
had no use of his right side, and has 
beeu for tho most of the time an invalid.

PAGANS OF NEW YORK. 


O N O N D A G A 
INDIANS 
L I T T L E 
INFLU- 
E N C E D 
BY 
C I V I L I Z A T I O N .

There are 500 Iiuluuis on tbo Onon- 
daga reservation in Now York, says 
the 
Sun, 
but 
fewer than a 
dozen 
houses are visible from iLie main road 
running through the settlement. 
The 
Indian M-ill not live in a street like 
the white man. 
There are no rows 
of dwellings on the reservation, not 
even groups; only isolated huts, gen- 
erally faciug awayjfrom the higbway. 
The three churches, 
the 
three mis- 
sionaries' houses and the school build- 
ing are thij only modern 
structures. 
The council hoiise of the Onondapas 
is conspicnous, and its archilecturc is 
unmistakably Indian-^lon^, low and 
wooden. 
These are the only signs of 
ci^ilization to be seen 
iu a 
drive 
through the rugged stretch of coun- 
try set apart by the state for the In- 
dian. 


The larger nuraber of the Indians 
live in small frame houses 
and 
log 
huts in obscure lield corners or iu the 
woods, 
as far 
as possible t'roui the 
traveled roads. 
As an example of the 
Indian's aversion 
to urbau 
living, 
there is Bill Isaacs, 
He lives alone 
iu a log cabin. 
For years he dwelt in 
solitude 
and 
happiness on the land 
next to the council house, but when 
two other houses made their appear- 
ance on the opposite side of the way 
his 
tranquillity 
was seriously dis- 
turbed. 
lie couldn't live with two 
houses staring him in the face, so he 
borrowed 
a wheelbarrow, pulled his 
his house apart and moved it piece by 
piece 
down 
to the gully near the 
creek, away from civilization. 
There 
he put it together again. 
He hasn't a 
neighbor iu sight and his life has re- 
sumed its former peacefuluess. 


Civilized ways appeal but slowly to 
the Ouondagas, and 
in their house- 
hold habits they are almost as primi- 
tive as iu the days when wigwams 
were their only shelter. 


An Indian woman's kitchen is an 
indefinite institution. 
During 
the 
cold weather her housekeeping is done 
iu the liviug room, which is usually 
the only one in the house, but in the 
summer it is oftener done out of doors 
than in the house. 
Her kitchen con- 
sists of a lire under a tripod, a kettle 
and a frying pan. 
That is her work- 
ing outht. 
Water 
is supplie I from 
the springs, of which there are many 
on the reservation. 
The cabins 
are 
built without regard to the location of 
the water supply, and the women have 
to sometimes 
travel 
long 
distances 
through the woods, fetching water in 
l^ails for household usoi 
It has not 
occurred to them that this is 
incon- 
venient. 


In religion the Onoudagas show^ a 
queer mixture of paganism and Chris- 
tianity. 
From their daily conduct it 
would be impossible to make a classi- 
fication. 
The pagans have 
a 
queer 
belief, which many 
years 
ago 
was 
niodilled and put on record iu their 
language 
by 
Handsome 
Lake, 
the 
l^rophet of the nation. 
They believe 
that they are one of the lost tribes of 
Israel and they say that many of their 
religious festivals are similar to those 
of the Israelites. 
For 
example, 
the 
great festival of the year is the burn- 
ing of the white dog, symbolizing the 
Israelitish sacriiice of the scapegoat'. 


The council house is their temple 
of worship and of social aildirs, the 
missionaries 
having 
introduced 
ice 
cream and cake sociables. 


There are three mission churches, 
one Episcopal, one Wesleyau and one 
Wesleyan Episcopal. 
These missions 
are introducing new methods to inter- 
est the Indian. 
Beginning with the 
children, they are teaching them in- 
dustrial Avork, sewing and cooking. 
Eeservation cooking as a rule is not 
appetizing. 
Everything 
is 
cooked 
floating in greese, and fat pork is the 
basis of every meal. 
The food, too, is 
served in barbarously 
crude 
ways. 
Most of the Indians eat with the lin- 
gers and 
directly 
from the dish in 
which the food is 
cooked. 
A very 
small ijroportion 
of 
the children on 
the reservation are allowed to enter 
the classes, as the old pagans oppose 
every appearance 
of 
a change from 
their primitive Indian customs. 


Missionaries on the reservation who 
know the habits and the language of 
the Indians say 
that the traditional 
stoicism and immobility of the race is 
not due to lack of emotion but rather 
to an excess of feeling. 
Their lan- 
guage expresses 
only 
a few ideas. 
They have no words iu their inflexi- 
ble Indian tongue to convey shades 
of emotion, 
From 
birth 
they learn 
silence and repression of feeling. 
At 
church services, say the missionaries, 
the simplest religious sentiment ex- 
pressed from the pulpit will move an 
Indian congregation to weep, but to 
-yveep silently as a pained child does. 


One of the interesting places on the 
reservation is the school. A room full 
of little Indians i s one of the most 
serious spectacles in the world. They 
are silent, solemn and watchful. 
As 
pupils they are difficult to teach but 
perfect in discipline. 
Their 
move- 
ments 
are slow and their speech is 
deliberate, 
yet 
they 
are alert and 
Bhrewd. 
They learu by watching and 
imitating, for they are dull in reason- 


ing. 
Two young white women direct 
the school and live in a small wing 
adjoining the main building. 
Two 
rooms are fitted up for them and they 
have added enough of their personal 
belongings 
to make a comfortable 
home. 
They do their own 
house- 
keeping and teach i^art of each day, 
aud 
still 
have plenty of 
leisure. 
Through the summer mouths and the 
fall the siUmiion is enviable, for the 
natural beauty of the reservation is 
not to be surpassed in the state. 
In 
the winter months it is another story. 
The reservation is even more pictur- 
esque, 
but 
the 
life is rigorous foi 
other than very hardy young women. 
White children on the reservation 
are deo\:ly 
influenced by the Indian 
life and surroundings. 
One 
of 
the 
missionaries there has recently given 
up 
the work 
because he found it 
necessary to remove his ten-year-old 
son from the Indian 
mode 
of life. 
The boy has lived at the Indian vil- 
lage from babyhood, growing up with 
the young Onondagas as school com- 
panions and playmates. 
He speaks 
almost entirely in thoir tongue and is 
slow aud uncertain 
in 
the English. 
He is developing all the traits of the 
young Indians, including their inflex- 
ibility and their unnatural solemnity.

The lake captain has no knowledge 
of the science of 
navigation. 
Kever 
is he out of sight of 
land 
for any 
length of time, and he must know his 
route almost as a river pilot knows the 
stream he sails. 
In truth, so far as 
following his course goes, the lake 
captain is a pilot rather than a sea- 
man. 
His steering is by comi)ass and 
the shoreline; never does he watch for 
the sun in order to ascertain his posi- 
tion by observation. 
He depends in 
a large measure upon landmarks in 
finding his way, aud when they are 
hidden by fog or a snow squall he 
must make the best guess he can. He 
has always at least one port to make 
in a day, and son.etimes two or three. 
In each of them there 
is 
enough 
routine work to keep him busy until 
he sails again. 
If 
he commands a 
freight boat he often has to shift his 
vessel from one dock to another, per- 
naps 6e\eral times, in order to pick 
up ail his cargo. 
No pilot meets him 
ofi'a harbor to sharehis responsibility 
and steer his vessel in. 
He must not 
only keep the deck during the storms 
and when entering and leaving port, 
but also during fogs and when the 
dense smoke from the forest fires of 
autumn lies on the water, for such 
well-traveled thoroughfares as he sails 
demand eternal vigilance. 
In 
harbor 
and sea the lake captain's duties aré 
many and his hours of labor long.—

Clonninjr Table Glass,

out the glass will be found clear and 
brilliant. 
Pebbles 
and shot should 
never be used as they scratch and 
wear the inner surface. 


Tniprovliiir AVhKo Cloths, 


To improve the color of white cloths 
and clothing that have been washed a 
spoonful of borax dissolved in a little 
hot water should be added to the last 
water in which they are rinsed. 
It 
will whiten the clothes very much. 
Another hint for the laundry is to add 
a little dissolved gum arabic to the 
boiled starch used for linen collars, 
cufis and the bosoms of siiirts. 
Fre- 
quently salt is also mixed >vith tha 
starch. 


Clountii^ Jowrlry* 


Gold jewelry may be cleaned by 
Avashing it in a lather of warm soap- 
suds to which a few drops of sal vol- 
atile have been added. 
This imparts 
brilliance, aud the articles should then 
be dried with a chamois leather. 


Silver jewelry should also beAvashed 
in a little warm, soapy water. 
It may 
then be polished with a very little of 
the best whiting or hartshorn powder 
and finished with a soft leather. 
Mal- 
tese silver ornaments rf filigree work 
do not require a powder to be used; 
they should be brushed Avith a small 
brush and soapy water, dried careful- 
ly and rubbed with a soft leather. 


After gold jewelry has been cleaned, 
it should be placed in a bag of box- 
wood sawdust, to be procured from a 
jeweler's; shake and rub the orna- 
ments thoroughly in the dust, 
aud 
they will look beautifully bright 
and 
clean when taken out. 
Chains and 
necklets may be treated in this way,

While no decision haa yet 
been 
made as to Avhat shall be done Avith 
the Spanish Mauser rifles Avhich ar- 
rived in the United States arsenal re- 
cently, it is expected that, after haA-- 
ing been cleaued and repaired, these 
weapons Avill be sold to the public as 
curiosities. 


Oificials at the arsenal state that 
these Spanish guns, besides being in 
every way inferior to the Krag-Jor- 
gensen rifles used 
by 'our 
regular 
army, shoAv rough and ignorant us- 
age at the hands of the Spanish^ sol- 
diers. 


The 
main difference between the 
Krag 
aud the Mauser is that, Avhile 
both are bolt guns, the former has a 
magazine A v h i c h , filled 
Avith five car- 
tridges, can be cut off so as to make 
the rifle practically a single shooter ; 
the latter's magazine cannot be so cut 
off. 
It is, therefore, really a repeat- 
ing rifi^. 
Furthermore, in the lirag 
the bolt is opened and closed by the 
action 
of cams—an ajDplication 
of 
poAver similar to that used on chain- 
less bicycles—AA'hile Avith the Mauser 
the man has to compress the main 
spring by direct force. 


It is probable that 
these Mausers 
will be sold for not less than $15 
apiece, so that for eA'ery one sold the 
government Avill be a little mere than 
reimbursed 
for the manufacture of 
one Krag-Jorgensen, Avhich, as made 
at the arsenal, cost S14:.50. 


Several Krags have arrived at the 
arsenal for repairs after having been 
used 
by rough riders. 
They show 
that they can stand very hard usage 
Avithout impairing their 
efficiency, 
proving 
thereby 
the 
excellence of 
their pattern, manufacture and 
ma- 
terial. 
There 
are 
two Avhich, after 
having been carried thorough the surf, 
filled Avith sand and Avet Avith Avater, 
and having gone through all the fight- 
ing, Avere quite ready for use just as 
they Avere Avhen they arrived Avithout 
any cleaning or oiling. The butt of one 
of these—carbine liattern—Avas split 
and perforated by a Mauser bullet, 
Avhich most likely bored 
a hole also 
through the arm of Avhatever Hough 
Eider held the gun at the time. 


One reason of the inferiority of the 
Mausers is that they are made by con- 
tract by a firm iu Berlin, German^', 
Avhile our 
guns 
are made 
at 
the 
Springfield arsenal under the direct 
supervision of ordnance ofiicers. 
Our 
guns are therefore exactly alike, one 
to the other, Avhile the material 
aud 
Avorkmanship 
of 
the Spanish rifles 
show 
many 
degrees 
of quality. —
